But there were thome who were oppossd
“free thinking.”" There were thoss who
“defend the morals” af the times:
who ®a'd, “These lecturers and
strest speakera ought to be done away
with—driven out of ths oountry This
woman ls changing ths most cherinhed
fdens of A1l our peopls. Woman's place
is In the home ™

So Hypatia war taken from the temple
of lenrning. drngred Into the stresta, stripped
paked and dragged about the city Her
corpse wan cul (o pleces and the fesh
peraped from the bones and thrown into a
fire. Thus 4id Intolorance bring the death
of a woman, and with it the end of philos
ophy and learning; thus wers ushared In
the dark ages, and thus woman took her
“place In the.home.” It was the crucifixion
of progressive thinking and progressive ac
tion.

Dr., Kate W. Baldwin, ans of the few
Philadelphia women members of the Amer-
jean College of Burgeons, a member of the
Clinical Congresa of Surgeonn, the first
woman Interne in & Philadeiphia hospital
and a membear of the general surgical stafy
of the Woman's Hoapital, belleves that to-
day, with woman reaturnsd to her politieal
righta, has come the “resurrection™ of pro-
greseive thinking, and consequently progrons-
Bive actiom.

BCOFFS AT SEX DOMINANCE

In her office at 1117 Spruce sireel today
Doctor Baldwin, a small, very actlve, quick-
thinking woman, sat dreaming of the past
and of the destiny of her sex. She had
been mourrying about from clinle to elinje
for several days, gathering ldeas from the
world’s most noted surgeons, who wers
in Philadeiphia attending the Clinleal Con-
Erosn

“No,” she sald, “I do not believe that
woman will transcend man In the sclence
and art of surgery. This talk about the
superiority of woman over man and of man
over woman Is all bosh, light and airy
gheap and moaningless talk,. There Ia no
dividing line between the thought and ac-
tivities of woman and man. We must con-"
sldar the individual and not the sex The
sexes must supplement and help ench other ;
they must Intermingles in accordance with
the dictates of mind and ambition of the
tndividual members.
